That this was some¬ 
thing more than rumor or reportorial 
conjecture appears from a later Berlin 
dispatch. The dispatch states, in sub¬ 
stance, that the electric system was in¬ 
stalled some time ago on the military 
railway from Berlin to Zossen, and that 
the trials have been entirely successful 
in developing great speed with safety. 
"The speed of the trains has been grad 
ually increased,” says the cable, “until 
now eighty-five miles are comfortably 
covered in the hour. The cars run 
smoothly, and the engineers express 
confidence that they will attain a speed 
of 125 miles per hour.” The speed men¬ 
tioned in the earlier dispatches as prob¬ 
ably attainable was 120 mllas at least 
and possibly 145 miles an hour. The 
mechanical difficulties to be overcome 
in attaining great speed by steam pow¬ 
er are In a great measure obviated by 
the use of electric power. Thus far they 
have been only imperfectly overcome 
by devices such as the turbine engine 
for avoiding the reciprocal action and 
the dead points of the ordinary steaui 
engine. In the use of electrical power 
there are difficulties also, but these 
seem to have been met successfully by 
German electrical engineers. If the ex-

There 
are very few people who are not better 
for going away by themselves, If only 
fifteen minutes or half an hour, during 
the day.

Bone-Meal as a Fertilizer. 

As farmers are coming to understand 
the actual value of commercial fertiliz¬ 
ers. they are beginning to see that the 
mueh-laudei^ bone-meal has compara¬ 
tively little value, when Its cost is con- 
■ sidered. Its chief value has always 
been in its nitrogen content which va¬ 
ried with the purity of the product, 
hence when we know that nitrogen 
can be easily and cheaply obtained 
from legumes there is little sense in 
using bone-meal or any other fertilizer 
for this purpose. Of course, there Is 
some phosphoric acid iu bone-meal, 
but it can be better obtained and at 
less cost by the use of some other 
phosphate. For many years bone-meal 
has been almost exclusively used in 
some sections and used for nearly all 
crops. It is time farmers understood 
how little value it has aud abandon 
it for something better, making the se¬ 
lection according to the requirements 
of the soil and of the crops to be 
grown, and relying on the legumes for 
the required nitrogen. 

The Beit Barn Floor. 

The best and cheapest floor for barns 
Is earth. The only exception to this is 
for dairy cattle, when the only suitable 
floor is one of cement. This Is for sani¬ 
tary reasons, and for uo other, because 
animals are not only liable to slip, but 
to become sore in standing on cement 
floors. Good cement floors will cost In 
the neighborhood of 18 cents a square 
foot. 

The idea of earth floors will be met 
by the objection that animals will tread 
them full of holes. The answer to this 
- objection is that the proper treatment 
1 of earth floors, or any other for that 

* matter, is to use a comparatively large 

• amount of bedding. As with all precaju- 
P tions some holes will be worn in the 

floor, the proper way to mend these is 
to clenn them thoroughly of all filth 
j and ram down some slightly moistened!
